Germany. 

WESEL,  February  17. 
It  is  now  certain  in  a  great  degree,  that 
the  Wullians  mean  to  take  poffellion  of 
Hamburgh,  Bremen  and  Hanover,  and 
thus  to  exclude  the  Britifh  from  all  inter- 
courfe  with  the  continent.  This  mea- 
fure  is  in  conformity  with  the  contenti- 
on agreed  upon  between  Rufiia,  Prufiia, 
and  France.  The  army  of  demarcation 
is  to  be  tonfiderably  reinforced.  The 
houfe  of  Orange,  in  coufcquen.ee  of  ar- 
rangements made  by  the  King  of  Pru.Tu, 
is  to  iindan  indemnity  in  Germany.

CHRISTIANS  AND,  January  23. 

As  foon  as  the  feafon  will  permit,  a 
camp  of  liooo  men  will  be  formed  in 
Sc«»nia.  Several  regiments  have  receiv- 
ed orders  to  hold  themfelves  in  readinels, 
and  orders  have  alfo  been  difpatched  to 
the  greatef  and  leffcr  fleet. 

The  ftipulation  in  the  treaty  only  re- 
quires Rufiia  to  furnifli  15  (hips,  but  llw 
is  arming  from  25  to  30.  The  united 
force  of  the  three  powers  of  the  north 
in  the  Baltic  will  be  from  forty  five  to 
fifty  (hips,  thiity  of  which  are  to  Fo'rRt 
the  naval  armament  of  ihe  coalition. 

Rufiia  fubfidizes  us,  but  to  whatei  I  t 
is  ny.  publicly  known:  it  is  alfo  believed 
that  ihe  fubfidizes  Denmark,  though  there 
has  been  fome  mifunderltandingbetween 
the  two  powers,  owing  to  the  latter  hav- 
ing refilled  to  fign  untefson  certain  termt, 
to  which  Rufiia  would  not  accede.  The 
D  mill  minilter  had  even  received  orders 
toq^iit  the  court,  but  the  affair  has  ilnce 
beesvfettled.  The  receipt  of  a  fubfidy 
does,  indeed,  render  us  in  fome  degree 
dependent  upon  Rufiia  ;  but  the  0OC4  ffitY 
of  providing  ourfelves  with  corn,  which 
cn-ild  only  be  obtained  by  thefo  wcar.i, 
left  us  no  alternative.

LONDON,  February  1 8. 
An  article  from  Courland,  January  22, 
dates  that  preparations  for  war  are  conti- 
nued in  all  the  Ruffian  pom  with  the 
greateft  activity  ;  and  that  an  army 
would  be  embarked,  which.,  in  Conjunction 
with  others,  and  efpecially  with  a  French 
army,  would  endeavor  to  effect  a  landing 
in  Ireland.

The  admiralty  have  received  difpatch- 
es  from  lord  Keith,  by  which  they  were 
informed  that  two  French  tranfports, 
bound  for  Alexandria,  out  of  (ix  which 
failed  from  Toulon,  had  been  taken  ;  that 
two  had  efcaped  the  vigilcnce  of  our  crui- 
fers,  and  had  got  into  Alexandria,  one 
haft  foundered  and  one  was  ftill  at  lea. 
They  had  taken  a  vell'el  from  Alexan- 
dria, on  board  of  which  was  Talien  and 
other  Frenchmen.  If  credit  is  to  be  gi- 
ven to  their  account,  general  Menou  was 
by  no  means  prepared  to  expect  fo  large 
a' force  as  that  under  fir  Ralph  Abercre-m- 
by,  particularly  if  general  Craig  fhould 
he  able  to  co-o'perate  with  it  from  Suez. 
It  was  determined  to  attempt  the  defcent 
as  foon  as  meafures  could  be  taken  with 
the  Grand  Vizier  at  Jaffa  for  his  allift- 
ance  and  co-operatioai 

On  board  of  one  of  the  laft  captures 
made  by  lord  Keith,  there  were  found 
fome  very  valuable  charts  of  the  coaits 
of  Egypt,  and  the  foundings  of  the  port 
of  Alexandria,  the  inner  harbor  of  which 
the  Turks  would  never  permit  the  Euro- 
pean veffels  to  enter.  It  was  concluded 
that  this  harbor  was  fliallow,  and  this 
deception  ied  the  French  admiral  Bruis, 
to  feek  for  lhrlter  at  Aboukir,  after  land- 
ing his  troops.  It  appears  by  the  Frencli 
drawings,  that  this  inner  harbor  of  Alex- 
andria is  one  of  the  fined  and  fafelt  ports 
in  the  world,  having  32  feet  of  water — 
and  the  entrance  which  is  narrow,  is  de- 
fended by  impenetrable  batteries. 

The  canal  of  St.  Chimin,  which  Bu- 
onaparte has  been  lately  vidting,  will, 
when  completed,  run  to  a  very  confider- 
able  extent.  It  is  computed  that  the 
carriage  of  goods  by  it,  will  be  from  Am- 
flerdam  to  Paris,  three  francs  and  a  half, 
and  from  Amfterdam  to  Marfeilles  and 
Toulon,  feven  francs  and  a  half  per  quin- 
tal. 

In  the  new  tarif  of  contraband  goods, 
eftablifhei  by  the  northern  powers,  in 
their  new  law  for  maritime  nations,  there 
is  not  in  the  enumeration,  a  fingle  arti- 
cle of  export  from  their  feveral  domini- 
ons, and  not  a  fingle  raw  material  whate- 
ver. Iron,  "hemp,  and  fail-cloth,  are  not 
inferted  in  the  catalogue,  as  if  they  were 
not  necelTary  in  the  marine  armaments, 
although  every  article  of  naval  or  milita- 
ry ftores  in  which  thefe  powers  do  not 
derive  an  intereft  in  exporting,  are  fcru- 
puloufly  prohibited. 

Mr.  Pitt  has  intimated  to  the  governor 
of  the  bank,  that  he  means  to  keep  the 
feals,  and  continue  in  office  until  he  can 
reiign  his  truil  into  the  hands  of  his  ma- 
jelly.

The  mips  difpatched  from  France  to 
Alexandria,  and  which  arrived  before 
our  departure,  are  twelve  in  number. 
Thcv  are  loaded  with  bullets  and  mu.'kots 
and  bring  good  news. 

As  to  the  army  of  Egvpt,  I  can  affure 
you  that  it  is  in  excellent  order,  well 
cloathed,  and  well  armed,  and  that  it  is 
regularly  paid  in  fpecie.  No  epidemic 
difeale  has  been  fe'.t  during  the  fpace  of 
a  year.  Laft  year  the  plague  made  but 
"ery  few  ravages.  We  have  loft  no  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  b\-  ficknefs. 

The  port  of  Alexandria  was  entirely 
free  :  no  enemies  (hips  were  cruizing 
near  it.  The  Turks  and  the  Englifh,  who 
remained  there  for  'a  lonjr  time,  entirely 
difappeared  between  the  7th  and  12th  of 
October,  and  in  fpite  of  their  cruizorp, 
the  fnaall  craft  were  conftantly  paffing  be- 
tween Alexandria  and  Rqfetta.  Alexan- 
dria is  in  a  refpeflable  date  of  defence. 
They  are  working  every  day  at  the  forti- 
flcatiov.s,  and  nio-e  thaH  4^0  pieces  of  H 


cannon  are  already  nior.nted.  Aboukir  is 
equally  we})  fortified,  and  belter  than  it 
ever  was.  The  llrength  of  Cairo  is  alfo 
incresfed  every  day  ;  and  on  all  the  moun- 
tains which  furrourrd  it,  towers  have  been 
erected,  from  which  the  fohliers  may  re- 
ceive aflillance  in  cafe  of  rxeceffity,  and 
where  they  may  be  fecure  from  fudden 
attacks.  Every  fort  is  fupplicd  with  wa- 
ter and  provisions.  Daniietta  is  alfo 
protected  again!!  all  attacks  on  the  part 
of  the  enemy.  On  the  fide  of  Upper  E- 
gypt  we  are  perfectly  tranquil,  ever  fince 
the  treaty  of  peace  concluded  between 
General  Kleber  and  Mourad  Pey,  who 
faithfully  adheres  to  the  conditions  of 
the  treaty  ;  and  the  bell  undertlanding 
prevails  between  him  and  general  Dau- 
^elot,  who  commands  in  Upper  Egypt. 

When  we  departed  from  Alexandria, 
a  defcent  on  the  part  of  the  Englifh  was 
talked  of.  If  fuch  be  their  intention,  they 
muft  take  the  mod  judicious  meafures,be- 
caufe  they  will  find  men  ready  to  give 
them  a  good  reception.  Our  foldiers  are 
fo  habituated  to  the  climate,  that  they 
can  march  through  the  defarts  better 
than  the  natives  of  the  country.  Our 
cavalry  is  very  well  equipped,  and  our 
artillery  is  in  the  belt  condition.  Believe 
me,  Citizen  commiffary,  that  our  troops 
were  delighted  to  fee  the  Englifh  near 
them  ;  and  if  they  fhould  once  fet  foot  on 
land,  they  promife  that  they  fliall  not  be 
fuffered  to  re-embark. 

We  met  the  corvette  Le  Nil,  which 
was  bound  to  France,  and  had  on  board 
officers  charged  with  difpatches.
